SECTION  B.  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  .Area. 

The  Health  Services  for  the  Area  remain  the  same,  except 
in  the  South  where  they  are  short  of  a  Nurse,  but  in  spite  of’ 
short  staffing  of  Nurses  and  Doctors  the  Health  Services  have 
been  maintained,  though  I  doubt  if  they  could  cope  with  a 
I'.a,jor  Epidemic  or  further  depletion  of  their  ranhs. 


Throughout  the  district  the  numerous  Holiday  Camps  for 
School  Children  were  run  in  the  past  3^ear,  and  full  control  of 
their  Sanitary  provisions  was  maintained  b37-  your  Sanitary 
Officers.  Hanthorpe  House  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  occupied 
again  until  sufficient  heater  has  been  provided. 


Braceborough  children  coming  to  Braceborough  should  not 
have  to  live  in  tents  when  empt^^  and  properly  fitted  R.A.F. 
Huts  are  available. 

Unless  the  Local  Authority  maintains  its  right  to  be 
undisputed  master  in  its  own.  house,  if  it  shares  its 
responsibilities  vi/ith  other  bodies,  then  all  chance  of  speedy 
action  and  execution  of  future  planning,  housing,  water,  milk, 
sev^roragG  etc.,  will  vanish  and  enthusiasm  will  bo  stifled  as 
the  plans  circulate  around  the  Departments, 

SECTION  C .  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1943  saw  a  general  fall  in  the  boreholes  throughout  the 
limestone  bearing  ridge  in  this  district,  with  the  result  that 
many  villages  suffered  from  varying  degrees  of  water  scarcity.

DRAIFAGE . 

All  complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  defective  or  choked 
drainage  have  been  dealt  with  but  many  servers  are  inadequate  for  their 
purpose.  Sewerage  Schemes  arc  req.uired  for  the  majority  of  villages  in  the 
district  in  order  to  obviate  nuisances  caused  by  piped  sewers  entering  into 
wrat  ere  ours  GS ,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Government  v/ill  assist  local 
authorities  to  provide  so.tisfactory  sewerage  schemes  in  rural  districts. 

The  conditions  obtaining  in  the  parishes  of  Corby,  Market  Deeping  and 
Billingborough  are  deplorablo  and  those  villages  should  receive  urgent 
attention  in  this  respect.

I'.'Iuch  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  gettini" 
necessary  repairs  carried  out  to  certain  dwelling-houses  in  the  district. 
This  is  due,  to  a  large  extent,  to  the  shortage  of  labour  in  the  building 
trades. 

It  is  evident,  ho\/ever,  that,  after  tho  cessation  of 
hostilities,  a  considerable  araount  of  housing  vrark  will  have  to  be  carried 
out  in  this  district.  It  will  be  necessary  for  a  Housing  Survey  to  be  made 
and  a  large  number  of  houses  will  have  to  be  reconditioned  v/hilst  a  certain 
number  will  need  to  bo  condemned,  Tho  agricultural  worker,  just  as  much  as 
the  tovn-dwellcr ,  should  be  provided  v/ith  a  decent  and"  pleasing  house 
fitted  with  all  the  up-to-date  labour  saving  devices  and  provided  v\7lth  a 
piped  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  wrater.  Every  farm-worker’s  cottage  should 
have  a  water  closet  and  a  separate  bathroom,  and  sewage  disposal  should  be 
greatly  improved.
